3o An OCR paper dealing with "Ifcysical Control of IAC Documents and Enclosures" 
was discussed briefly and will be further examined in a separate meeting. 

It proposes that CIA undertake such central services as microfilm, pro- 
cessing, storage of a complete collection of IAC documents on film or 
in original copy and provision of film in response to inter-library 
loan requests. In turn, each of the other IAC agencies would contribute 
microfilm copy of all of its enclosures to the central collection and 
agree to provide the viewing equipment and paper prints for its requesters 
for documents on film requested from the central CIA collection.
